Who is responsible for the horrible death 
of our five airmen who were shot down 
over Yugoslavia. _ shot down by orders 
of Joseph Broz, alias Marshal Tito? Here we 
answer, Marshal Tito, Josef Stalin—Tito’s 
boss, or Communism _ — — yes, all three 
are guilty.

Josef Broz to organize an underground 
movement in Yugoslavia to take over the 
country when it was liberated by the Allies 
and turn it over to Stalin. Who financed 
Josef Broz, now Marshal Tito, and the band

Upton Close, in his broadcae** <r sixty~ 
three stations of the Mutual Broadcasting 
System for twenty-seven weeks, has been 
receiving tremendous response to his de- 
fense of America against Russian Atheistic 
Communism. It has been conservatively 
estimated that he has eight million listeners 
over the airwaves, 


Three weeks ago Upton Close secured 
time on Station WOR. In invading New 
York City, the stronghold of the Reds in 
America, he is opposed not by the Com- 
munist Party of the U, S., nor by any con- 
fessed Communists, for they do not dare de- 
fend Communism in the open. But several 
organizations are attacking Upton Close. 
They do not mention any argument or facts 
he presents; they simply demand that he be 
removed from the air because he is a Fascist 
and Anti-Semitic. 


Upton Close is no more Fascist or Anti- 
Semitic than George Washington was. He 
is simply pro-American, attacking Commun- 
ists regardless of who they are. The Red or- 
ganizations have proved that they consider 
anyone who does not agree with the Russian 
line of thought to be Fascist and Anti-Semit- 
ic. These organizations constitute the Smear 
Bund of the United States; these are the 
same organizations that have smeared every 
prominent person who has defended Amer- 
ica against Red activity during the last six 
years. They smear reali patriots, one at ? 
tume, and by their Red power and influen” 
cause free — our Constitutional righ 
--- to be denied to trac Americans.

Whom did Tito fight when he organized 
the Reds in Yugoslavia? He fought Mik- 
hailovitch and his army, who were fighting 
against Germany .and a short while ago 
shot Mikhailovitch, a hero to his country. 
Tito, as Stalin’s agent, rules Yugoslavia, 
just as other agents of the Kremlin rule 
Czechkoslovakia, Poland, Rumania, Hun- 
gary, Finland, Etonisa, Latvia, Lithuania, 
Korea, one half of Germany, and most of 
China, 

Who financed Tito and his Communist 
Army and set up their government in 4 
country in which they do not belong any 
more than they beiong here in the United 
States (Reds are doing the same here to- 
day)? 

‘The whole dirty Ked mess was financed 
in the United States, mainly in New York, 
by the Communist front, Joint Anti-Fascist 
Refugee Committee. Congress has sub- 
poenaed the finance records of this Com- 
mittee and, having been defied, will press 
contempt charges against the executive of- 
ficers. Who are these officers? The prin- 
cipal ones are E, K. Barsky and our old 
friend, EMMERICH JAMES LUSTIG, can- 
didate on the Communist ticket, former 
Daily Worker employee, , organ- 
izer and business manager of District 4 of 
the United Electrical Radio and Machine 
Workers of America. Lustig is the brains 
aud manager of the union’s strike against 
ihe r iicips-Ludge Pidlit iad viizabeth, N. J., 
the nine-months-old strike in which two 
thousand men have lost nearly four million 
dollars in salaries. This evidently does not 
affect Lustig when he is able to help finance 
a crowd of Red murderers in far away 
Yugoslavia. 

So we trace the cold-blooded murder of 
our five boys in Yugoslavia back to Eliza- 
beth, N. J. Lustig is up for indictment by 
the Un-American Activities Committee of 
Congress (God bless them), and Lustig 
should be indicted by the 2000 striking 
workers of Phelps-Dodge for their loss of 


' millions in salary. Also the Department of 


Justice should deport Lustig back to Rus- 
sia for endangering our international po- 
sition in our relations with Yugoslavia. 

Fric L. Pridonoff, former attache to the 
U. S. Embassy in Yugosiavia, says thou- 
sands of our boys lost their lives in deliv- 
ering supplies to Tito during the war in the 
belief Tito would use these supplies to right 
Germany, but he used them, instead, tu se 
up Communism. Pridonoff also states that 
on V-E Day all our supply expediting of- 
ficers in Yuoslaviga were given thirty min- 
utes to get out of that country. 

In addition! to this, Tito assembled sl 
American and British officers and told them 
“Gentlemen, the war is over. You have 
24 hours to get out.” What gratitude! Of 
course the Russian officers were not told 
to go, and the Red Army now rules Yugo- 
slavia. They have seized American plants 
and property and refuse to return our right- 
ful possessions, 

Why did our State Department keep quiet 
on this issue? Why were the American 
people denied the true facts? Because the 
State Department is ruled by Communists 
with a weak sister as Secretary of State. 

No doubt Stalin is proud of James Lustig 
for his untiring efforts to help set up Tito 
and the other murderers in Yugoslavia. His 
picture should hang alongside Lenin’s in 
Moscow.

THE VIEWS OF A SPANISH SOCIALIST

- The Madrid daily “Arriba” recently pub- 
lished an article by the writer Regina Gar- 
cia, a member of the Spanish Socialist Party. 
During the Republic and during the Spanish 
Civil War she held important government 
posts, as is well known., She was a press 
correspondent and liaison officer under Gen- 
eral Miaja, editor of the army paper “The 
Voice of the Fighting Men”, and a contrib- 
utor to other left-wing Madrid newspapers. 

The article by Regina Garcia, which has 
now appeared in “Arriba”, comments on 
the accomplishments of the present Spanish 
Government, and states that they have led 
her to retract her former position, and to 
join in the task of Christian social reform 
now being carried out in Spain. 

The writer adds: 

“Anyone of honest conscience, and im- 
. partial judgment, cannot fail to recognize 
the soundness of the program of the Span- 
ish ‘Government, and the privileged posi- 
tion that it enjoys in the midst of a world 
filled with hatred and misunderstanding. 

Franco and his Government are accomp- 
lishing aa almost miraculous feat. The only 
«ones who do not recognize the truth about 
‘Spain are those whose souls are filled with 
‘hatred and false ambitions. The rest, those

N. was killed when she resisted an attempt 
to rape her’ while her daughter was ‘raped 
and deported, allegedly to Omsk, Siberia, 
for indoctrination’ (See Tablet, Oct ,27, 
1945). Indeed, the re-educators of Germany 
are having a wonderulf time!

Neither Old or Young or Nuns are Spared 

“The day after our noble fellow-crusaders 
conquered Neisse, Silesia, 182 Catholic nuns 
were raped. “In the Diocese of Kattowitz 
sixty-six pregnant nuns were counted. Inone 
convent when the Mother Superior and her 
assistant tried to protect the younger nuns 
with outstretched arms, they were shot 
down. The priest who reported this said 
that. he knows ‘several villages, where all 
the women, even the aged and girls as young 
as twelve, were violated daily for weeks by 
the Russians.’

“This, at least, I can say on behalf of the 
United Nations, to Germany — _ _ Peace, 
though based on unconditional surrender, 
will bring to Germany and Japan immense 
and immediate alleviation of suffering and 
agony” (Time, January 29, 1945).
